The casket was covered with ferns and 
roses, and was draped with smilax and 
white hyacinths. At the head was a large 
cross of pink roses and daisies, and just 
above it was a golden crucifix. Before this 
burned seven candles. At the foot of the 
casket was a floral harp, and before the pict- 
ure, which stood on an easel beside the 
coffin, plants in pots were arranged. The 
catafalque was draped with flags. 

It 18 impossible to say how many people 
passed through the hall. They began coming 
as soon as the doors were opened and there

To the solemn music of the bands the men 
marched with slow and meusured step.

AT THE CATHEDRAL. 

Seldom has any church witnessed such a 
scene as that in the Cathedral of the Holy 
Name yesterday morning. An atmosphere 
of grief hung about the sacred edifice. The 
rays. of a fleeting sunbeam were for a few 
moments cast on the vast crowd of mourp- 
ers, friends, worshipers, and sightseers, 
hushed and still in the presence of death, 
but a funereal cloud quietly and solemniy 
blotted out the intruder and again all was 
sombre and solemn. The sobbing of women 
in the congregation mingled with the im- 
pressive notes of the funereal mass; strong 
men, to whom tears had been a half forgotten 
memory, wept as the chink, chink of the 
thurible over the catafaique, and the ascend- 
ing wreaths of incense smoke typified the 
thoughts which filled every mind.

We beiieve 
that what the Government now offers you in 
this agreement will amount to nearly this sum, 
if the cost of schools and other things mentioned 
ie Sec. 17 is to be paid by the Government under 
the treaty of 1868,and not by you out of the 
money to be received for the lands you are 
now asked to sell. But we are afraid that the 
Government does not intend to do this, but that 
it intends to make you pay for the twenty years 
of schools and for the cows and other things 
spoken of in Sec. 17 out of thé money you are to 
get for the land you are how asked to sell. We 
have asked Secretary Nobie about this, but he 
would not tell us. He leaves that for the Com- 
missioners to talk to you atout But we think 
you ought to know that if the Commissioners 
tell you anything that is not in the agreement 
plain their words are worth no more than wind. 
If they tell. you that the schools and 
other things mentioned in Sec. 17 of the 
ugreement are to be paid for by the 
Government under the treaty of 1868, and not 
out of the money you are to get for the lands you 
are selling now, ask them to show you a paper 
from the President which says so. If they do 
not show you such a paper it is because the Goy- 
ernment intends to make you pay for those 
things out of the. price of thé lands you are now 
about to sell.

IN THE MINES OF MICHIGAN. 


Lake Shipments of Ore Continue Heavy— 
the Copper Situation. 

Isupemtne, Mich, May 2%.—[Special.]— 
Lake shipments of ore continue heavy, and 
the figures at the five forwarding ports show 
that nearly 900,000 tons of ore have been 
shipped to Milwaukee, Chicago, and Eastern 
lake ports since navigation opened, barely a 
month ago. The volume of shipments is un- 
precedénted, and the only unsatisfactory 
feature from the producers’ standpoint is 
that muth of the ore is unsold. Mines effect 
large savings in freight by shipping early in 
the season, but uniess the ore is sold the 
dock charges will take off a great part of the 
profit. 

The rumor in circulation that the Lake 
Superior Iron Company would close down 
its hematite mine seems to be unfounded. 
Mr. Joseph 8. Fay Jr. of Boston, General 
Manager of the property, was here recently, 
and though not satisfied with the outlook 
did not speak as though cessation of work on 
any part of the company’s property was con- 
templated by tne management. 

The recent discovery of a fine vein of Bes 
semer ore one mile west of the old Saginaw 
mine, and supposed to be a continuation of 
the Saginaw vein, bas set explorers at work 
in the entire district between the Broostad 
and Goodrreh mines. Several diamond drilis 
are now work ng in the district. 

The sale of the Broostad (Winthrop and 
Mitchell) mines still naugs fire for some un- 
known reason. The Winthrop is one of the 
best minés in the district, and should pro- 
duce 125.000 tons of ore a year. 

The Lake Angeline mice will ship at least 
250,000 tons of ore this year, perhaps more. 

The business and mining outiook in the 
copper district is a trifle better now than it 
has been. The prospect that the price of 
copper will be maintained at 12 cents is 
cheering, as ali of the mines can work with 
copper selling at that figure. Copper at 10 
cents means the closing down of a number of 
smkli mines, and 9 cent copper means the 
closing of all b halt a dozen or so of the big 
mines. 

The work of thoroughly examining every 
portion of the Catumet & Hecia, where tne 
fire was burning, is gong on. Mine Officials 
are reticent and wil! give no estimate of the 
damage caused by ine fire. It will be very 
den vy. but the Calumet & Hecla is wealthy 
enough to pocket the loss without grumbling.

habit of employing others to prepare his 
speeches. The contrary is the fact, Your 
correspondent calied upon him today and in- 
ter viewed bim on the history of his speech- 
making and upon the manner in which he 
roduces the addresses that have made him 
amous throughout tne country. Mr. Depew 
was busy, but willmg to spead a few min- 
utes in discussing his hobby. He led the way 
into the room where the directors of the Ceu- 
tral hold their meetings, sank into an easy 
leather chair which has many times sus- 
tained the possessors of millions, and put 
his feet on anvtner, the tavorite of Cornelius 


Vanaerbilt. 

“The only work that Iever allowed any 
one to do on speeches delivered by me,“ he 
said, Was to collect a few fucts that formed 
incidents in the speeches. In the matter of 
this centennial orauon the same was true. 
The supject of the orauon was ‘The Begin- 
ning, Rise, and Results ot Constitutional 
Liberty in America.’ What Il asked Towne 
to do was to look up interesting facts relat- 
ing to Washington. Washington was by no 
means the subject of my orauon and his lile 
took up only a small portion of it. But, as a 
matter of fact, I rarely call for even such as- 
sistance in preparing speeches. I know and 
have known many orators who never pre- 
pared speeches without cierical help. If lam 


Koscoe Conkling another. 

“That nere should be any question as to 
the propriety of asking a Man to look through 
certain books for certain informacion and to 
give you we results is astounding to me. 
You might as well say a man's letter is 
not his owu because he Uictated it to his ste- 
nographer. The only reason for my ds 
pensing with such assistance as a rule is 
that I can get at what I want in about as 
little time as it would take to explain it to an 
assistant. 1 have acquired the facuity of 
getting ine most out of a subject in short 
time. I have been making speeches now for 
over thirty years, and I think I have got the 
work of preparation down to a system.“ 

VEPEW'S FIRST SPEECH. — 

“When did you make your first speech, 
Mr. Depew?’ I asked. 

He stroked his chin reflectively and smiled. 

“I bad graduated from Lale in 56.“ he 
said, “and siartied my family by avowing 
Republican principles. All my relat ves were 
Democrats of tue most pronounced ꝓro- 
slavery type, and the entire Westchester 
County was excited when it Was announced 
that a Depew had become a Repubhcan.

was 21 years old when I made my first 
speech.

Then wey 
called on me, not because they expected a 
speech out because they thought it would be 
a good thing to t a declaration of faith 
froma Depew. I got up and began talk ug. 
I found no dim — in expressing my 
thoughts and I — for an hour. Every- 
body was amazed.

In two years from the time 1 
made my first speech I was called: upon for

THE AFTER DINNER SPEECHES, 

The after dinner speeches for which Mr. 
Depew bas become justiy tamous began 
twenty-five years ago when he came to New 
York City as attorney for the ratirvad corpo- 
ration of which he is now President. He

1 have educated myself,“ he said to me, 
“not so much to know things as to know 
where to find them. I have at home a large 
ana complete reference library, where I can 
get information on any subject in a short 
time. In préparing a speech my first step is 
to block out in my mind the pian. tnen 
when I start in to look up data | know just 
what to look for. Ican get at it quickly; 
too. In twenty minutes ) Will extract what 
I want out of a book of 500 pages, if it 1s at 
all properly indexed. In two days I can ex- 
haust any subject in thse manner. 
Of all my speeches there are only six 
or seven every year that I write out. 
hese are orations which 1 use 
from the manuscript. My after dinner 
speeches are id variabiy prepared the after- 
noon of the day on which they are to be de- 
livered. Imap them out after leaving my 
office and never make a note ur memorandum 
as LO them,” ; 

DOESN’T BELIEVE IN NOTRS. 

Mr. Depew does not believe much in notes 
anyway. Too much prevarawon, he thinks, 
is Bpt to Make a mau mixed. Frequently his 
speeches are impromptu, and among these 
are some of his best. It is a curious fact 
that wulle he always has his nead clear and 
hus at his command everything he has heard 
or knows he cannot commit a single line of 
poetry to memory. Thatis one reason why 
he never quotes poetry except when he reuds 
from manuscript. When he writes his 
speeches he must read them closely and can- 
not remember a singie line. 

“Daniel Webster and Roscoe Conkling 
were remarkabie men in this regard,” said 
Mr. Depew. “Henry J. Raymond told me 
uat Weoster had a wonderful memory. 
Webster, by ne way, told Raymond that he 
thought much of his fame rested upon Ray- 
mond’s shouldefs. ‘There were no ste- 
nographers when Webster began his career 
As an orator, aud the faithfuiness with which 
his speeches were reported was aue to Ray- 
mond’s conscientiousness. When Conkling 
delivered his great speech in the Acad- 
emy of Music during the Gurfield cam- 
Dagon, the greatest speech of his 
life, he committed it to memory 
from the manuscript. It occupied ten solid 
columns of tne T es, and John C. Reid told 
me that he followed Conkiing wich great 
closeness and was amuz d to find that Conk- 
ling did not omit a single word, date, or 
figure, nor make any change whatsoever in 
the entire speech. But Coukling was not a 
good impromptu speaker.” 

INTERESTING EXPERIENCES, 

Mr. Depew has had some interesting ex- 
periences in bis years of oratory. Once he 
left the manuscript of his speecn, to be de- 
livered at a cuaritable entertainment, in 
& train, and had to prepare another in 
his mind while riding 
to the hail, For years he has been the 
orator at the St. Patrick's Day dinner 
Riven annually.at Delmonico’s.

CALLED OUT THE BLUE COATS,. 


Sunday Row in Guthrie Quelled by the 
United States Troops. 

GuTuriz, Oklahoma, May 26.—E. A. Weed, 
claimant to a lot on First and Second Har- 
rison streets, also claimed by Mr. Hayes, 
engaged a large force of men and began this 
morning to erect a building over and around 
the other claimants ground. The aggrieved 
party was soon reinforced by a large 
party of friends and idlers who were 
standing around the street corners.

Morgan took the punishment like a bull-dog, 
seeking to tire his opponent out. Roulo pounded 
him until he became exhausted. By that time 
Morgan's face and body looked like raw beet. 
Both his eyes were shut and had to be opened 
with a lance. 

In the fifteenth round both men showed utter 
exhaustion. They could haraly raise their arms. 
In this round and the next no fighting was done. 
In the last round—the seventeenth—Morgun 
crowded Roulo against the ropes. The French- 
man could not parry the short-arm biows of his 
opponent, though 2 ere ‘of no particular 
force. A shove felled ulo to the ground, and 
he was unabie to get up. Morgan was thereupon 
declare the winner. 

It. was the general opinion of ctators that 
Morgan was no fighter compared with Roulo. as 
the latter was the pluckier and more scientific.

No spot on the great lakes is better named 
than Death's Door, the entrance from Lake 
Michigan into Green Bay. The vessels wrecked 
at that pomt since there was a lake marine 
would make a large fleet, and boats continue to 
goon with a regularity alarming to owners and 
underwriters. Pilot Island, the point where 
they come to grief, is about 600 feet in diameter 
and has a flash light. It is seldom without a 
wrecked vessel resting upon it somewhere. 

A way to make Death's Door as safe as any 
passage on the la is now suggested by Capt. 
Nicholson of the Peshtigo live of barges. Capt. 
Nicholson has been sailing from Chicago to 
Green Bay twice a week for a quarter of a 
century. He says that if a range light and fog- 
horn were placed on Plum Island no Captain 
could ever mistake the way. trouble now is

Mutual Vessel-Owners’ Insurance. 

Efforts are being made to form a mutual insur- 
ance company to insure vessels sailing from this 
port, and in furtherance of the project some al- 
leged statistics of the losses to Chicago sail craft 
during the seasons of 1886-87 are given. The 
facts, however, do not bear out the figures in 
these statistics. In 1886 there were registered at 
the Chicago Custom-House as hailing from Chi- 
cago a total sail tonnage of 47,368, valued at 
$1,421,040. Of this there were total losses of 2,168 
tons, valued at $67,500, or over 4.75 per cent. To 
this must be added 4 per cent for general and 
particular averages where losses were not total, 
making 8.75 per cent as the actual cost of insur- 
ance. This does not include bad debts, eXpenses, 
taxes, or interest on capital invested. 

In 1887, out of 46,210 tons, valued at $1,233,500, 
there were lost 1,120 tons, val 2 $30,500, mak - 
ing the actual est of idstfran cago sail 
vessels that season 6.50 per cent, eluding 4 per 
cent for general and particular averages. On 
Chicago steam craft lost during the same year it 
is stated the loss was 2 per cent. One propeller 
valued at 840,000 was lost out of a total valua- 
tion of $1,385,000. The percent of total losses 
was 2.9 instead of 2. 

Vessel-owners’ mutual insurance may be feas- 
ible on the lakes, notwithstanding all the diffi- 
culties in the way of an agreement on classifica- 
tion and colleetion of assessments, but it will 
not do to underestimate losses in previous séa- 
sons, or somebody will be grievously — 
pointed when a essments roll up. It is possible 
marine insurance is too high, but if the season 
keeps up with anything like the present rate of 
losses the companies will not have made much 
money when accounts are closed next December.

‘slave property, and it was merely a question

desired to preserve the Union with as littie 
interference as possible with the affairs o 
“the Sotitnern States. A portion of the 


| Northern Democrats supported the war for 


the Union, but few of then were wil 
ing at first to confiscate slave property. Bui 
in time it was made plain hat heroic meas. 
ures were needed to suppress the slavenold- 
ers’ Rebellion. There were 20,000,000 peo- 
ple in the North, but only the younger men 
among the Democrats could be counted on to 
support Lincoiu. The older Democrats were 
lukewarm or bitterly hostile to me war for 
the preservation of thé Union. While the 
20,000,000 of Nor heru ponula ion was thus 
divided the 11,000,000 in the South w 

„solid.“ The poor whites and fon-slave- 
holders were dragged into the Rebellion 
largely against their will, but they were 


dominated absolutely by the slave buarons 


Even the biacks were made to support 
secessionism, The slaves tilled the fields of 
the South and fed the Re bel armies through- 
out the war, besides caring for the non-com- 
batants. Practicatiy the Southern population 
was ungnimous in supporting the Rebellion, 
while the North was divided, and a cogsider- 
able element antagonized Liucoin in every 
way. Moreover the North hada great com- 
nfercial and a manufactur eng system to sus- 
tain, and men had to be kept at home for that 
purpose. The North had no docile 
class of slaves to do the farming 
Whlle the combatants all went to the front. 
Instead, therefore, of the North having over- 
powering strength, the armies were really 
quite evenly matched. Besides tne South 
fought on the defensive, in a military sense, 
and on its on grotiad, while the unaceli- 
mated Northern troops in the South had to 
fight niaiari« and disease as well as armed 
Rebels. It was found in duetime with such 
odds against it and a rebellion so tormidable 
thé Nation had to put forth the full war 
power and confiscate the slave property of 
the insurgents. 

The Richmond Disvatch gives as follows its 
idea of how the Rebellion should have been 
dealt with: 


There Was ever a ater blunder committed 
than Mr. Lincoln contaitted under the advice of 
bad counselors when he the War upon the 
South. If ne had allowed free institutions to 
havea trial nit he had let the thera States 
alone—the Union feeling was so strong in all of 
them that public 4 would in a ten years 
have compeiled the few seceded “e sisters 
to return to their allegiance to the Uniun.

TO PROLECr EAA SEAL FISHERIES. 
The Aumiarstrauon is moving promptly 
and vigorously in une matter of the protec- 
tion of ine Alaskan seal fisheries. The 
United States revenue cutter Rush sailed 
from San Francisco for Behring’s Sea Fri- 
day last. Her commanding officer is fur- 
nisned with copies of the act of Maron 2, 
1889, and the proclamation by the President 
of March 21 regarding tne protection both of 
une salmon and seal Asheries, with strict 
orders to enforce them, The revenue cutter 
Bear, which is now fitting out for an expedi- 
tion to Point Barrow, Alaska, is also desig- 
nated to assist in tue work, and will 
speedily 
ish Government meanwhile having or- 
dered a man of war to Alaskan waters 
to protect British sedlers, this step 
has aiso been prouwptiy met. The Thetis, 
which had been sent there, was stopped at 
Tacoma as soon as the move of the British 
Government was Kuown, for the reason chat 
if the emergency came she would not be able 


to cope with a man of war, and as the reve- 


nue cutters would be powerless to do any- 
thing in the premises unless assrsted by 
superior force the Iroquois, which carries 
six smooth-bore gans, a six-inch rifle, and a 
secondary battery of Gatling and Hotchkiss 
guus, has been ordered to the spot as soon as 
her repairs shall have been finished at the 
Mare Isiand yards. In order that the situa- 
tion may be uaderstood by our readers we 
reprint Sec. 1,06 f the Revised Statutes, 
for me enforcement of which the President 


issued his proclamation. It provides that: 


No person shall kill any otter, mink, marten, 
sable or tur seal, or other fur bearing animal 
within the limits of Alaska Territory or iu the 
waters thereof; and every person guilty thereof 
shull, for each offense, be fined not less than $200 
nor more than $10. or imprisoned for not more 
than in months, or both, and all vessels, their 
tackle, apparei, furniture, and cargo, found en- 
gaged in violation of this secuon shull be for- 
:e1ted; but the Seereiary of tne Treasury shall 
have power to autuorme the milling of any such 
mink, marten, sable, or other far-bearmg animal, 
except tur seal, under such regulations as he 
may prescribe, and it shall be the daty of the 
Secretary to prevent the killing of any fur seal, 
and to provide for the execution of the provis- 
ions of this section until it is o.nerwise provided 
by law. hor shail ne grant any special privileges 
under this section. 


Formidable as these preparations seem 
they do not of tiecessity involve any pros- 
pect of war. Upon our own part it is sim- 
ply a notification to all concerned that the 
Government meant what it said when it for- 
bade seal fishing within certain limits, and 
that it is prepared to euforce its declarations. 
Phere is no monace in this. On the other 
hand, it is parely alegitimate move to sustain 
the National position and is in the interests 
of the protection aud preservation of valua- 
ble fisheries Which are in danger of being 
utteriy destroyed by Canadian pouchers, who 
have hitherto killed off the female seais in 
the breeding season, which also involved the 
destrucuon of their young by starvation. 
Tout kind of sealing is clearly illegal as well 
as murderous, and is as hosule to English 
business interests as to our own. Its 
continuation would inevitably result in 
the destruction of a lucrative bus 
ness in Engiand which gives 
ment to an immense number of operatives 
engaged in dressing these skins ana prepar- 
mg them for market. It is us much for Eu- 
glatid’s interests, therefore, as our own to 
stop this murderous poaching upon our pre- 
serves; and financial considerations, which 
are always powerful with Eugland, should 
induce her naval authorities to cooperate 
with our own in breaking up the infamous 
depredations of’ the Canadian seal pirates. 
It is not unlikely the two Governments 
understand each other and will work in 
harmony, but, whether they do or not, the 
President's proviamation will be en forced. 
and, ‘fortunately, our navy is now in a posi. 
don todo it. If the pirates elude our ves- 
seis it will not take long to put a land force 
yver the fronuer Whict will bring them to 
terms. It is not likely, however, such an 
emergency will ocour.

In bis remarkable sermon if New York 
April 30 Bishop Potter said: 


As we turn whe pages Oackward, and come upon 
he story of that W of Apri in the year of our 
i789, there is a certain stateiiness in tae 
1 . a Certain CoreMoniousness in ene manners. 
nich we have danished long ago. We have 
kchunged the Washing ontan dignity for the 
Jefivrsouian simplicity. which was, in truth, only 
auother name for the Jdéeksonian vulgarit 
And what have We gotten in exchange for it? In 
ihe elder States and dynasties they had the 
828 of royalty and the vomp and splendor 
ing’s person to fill men's hearts with 
loy sity. ell, we have dispensed with the oid 
tituler diga:ties, Let us take cure that we du 
not part with that tremendous force for whicn 
they stood! If there be not iitular ity, al 
the more need is there for personal royuity. I. 
tnere be no nobility of descent, all the more m- 
dispensabieAs it that there shonia be nobility of 
asceit—a character in them that bear rule so 
une and high and pure that as men come within 
the circie of its jufluenee they involuntarily pay 
homuge to t which is the ove preéminent dis 
tinotton, the Royalty of Virtue! 


It is not to be expected or desired that the 
dress, manners, or ceremonies of any age 
shall be handed down and kept unchanged, 
but there is great force in Bishop Potter’s 
declaration that in “dispensing with old titu- 
lar dignities’’ we should take care that we 
do not part with the tremendous force for 
which they stood.“ No Government can de 
maintained in just dignity and authorit; 
Without some central object which com- 
mands the respect and affection of the 
people. In Europe the crows commands 
such allegiance and affection, but in a Repup- 
lic governed by parties and where the exec- 
utive head of the Government is elected 
every four years on a partisan issue it is im- 
possible that the Chief Magistrate can com- 
mand the reverence and affection of the en- 
tire population un any such manner as a mon- 
arch in the Old Word. Since the complete 
organization of parties in this country no 
President has been able to stand, as Wash- 
ington did, “first in the hearts of his coun- 
trymen of all parties and classes. The 
President is necessarily a party leader and 
more immediately represents à part of the 
people, not the whole As Mr. Lincoln 
quaintly said: I can’t run this office on the 
theory that I am the biggest man in ine coun- 
try and everybody must support me.“ 

But there is in this country a central ob- 
ject above the President, above Congress, 
above the Supreme Court, and which ought 
to command the reverence and affection of 
the entire people—viz.: the National Consti- 
tution. It is to the Constitution, not to a 
personal ruler or sovereign, that the Amer- 
dean Otisen bears and swears allegiance. 
As Mr. Kasson eloquently said in his address 
at Philadelphia a year ago the Constitution 
was “ living before we came and will live 
after we depart,” and is “ordained to remain

THE EXHAUSTION OFTHE 70110 DOMAIN. 

Few realize the extent of the immense 
acreage in une West brought under cultiva- 
tion in the last eight years, or how near the 
arable public domain is to @xhaustion. The 
Bankers’ Mayaziae reviews elaborately the 
statistics of settiement under tne Homestead, 
Preémption, and Timber Culture laws, and 
says: 


The census of 1890 will reveal pany wonderful 
changes. Over 16,000,000 acres of land were sold 


Homestead and Timber Culture laws. More than 
121 000.000 of acres have been settied in the last 
eight years, Ba bg iter a larger area than the 
States of Indiana, Illinois, Ohio. and Michigan. 

The greatest changes have been made in the 
Northwestern group of States and Territories, 
comprising Dakots, Nebraska, Minnesota, Wyo- 
ming. and Montasa, waere nearly 60,000,000 of 
acres have been settled in the last eight years. 
In the Soyth western group. comprising Kunsas, 
Colorado, Missouri, and New Mexico, nearly 
30,000,000 of acres have- been occupied. On the 
Pacific coast 10.000.000 of acres more have been 
settled, ana 13.000,000 of acres must be added for 
the Southern States on both sides of the Missis- 
sippi. Along the Pacific roads 18,000,000 of acres 
have been opened since tne last census. In 
other words, the Government and the Pacific 
railroads have opened for settlement ia the last 
eight vears a tePritory larger than Texas. larger 
than Germany or France, and about twice as 
iarge as Great Britain and Ireland. 


Evidentiy a change that will have grave 
and far-teaching consequences is hear at 
hand and mast certainly result from the 
speedy exhaustion of the public domain. 
Uucle Sam is no longer ‘rich enough to 
give every man a farm.” How is the char- 
acterist:c land hunger of the white race to 
be fed in this country? Wuat results will 
follow when there is no longer a virgin West 
to attract hardy pioneers and supply free- 
holds as a reward for the privations and 
hardships of life on the frontier? Of course it 
must soon follow nat land in me United States 
will advance in price, and farms between 
the Missouri River and the Atiantic sea- 
board must approximate the value of simular 
land in Europe instead of being ou an average 
one-third lower. Agriculture must become a 
more remuherative and satisfactory industry, 


some of the dungers long foreseen as likeiy to 
fallon the country with the disappea. ance 
of the unappropriated area of cheap farming 
lands in the West. 

European students and thinkers have often 
declared that the exhaustion of the public 
domain of this country would bring on the 
United States a severe if not fatal trial. In 
a letter written thirty years ago to an Amer- 
ican Lord Macaulay said: “As long as you 
have a boundless extent of fertile ana un- 
occupied land your laboring population will 
be far more at ease than the iabormg popula 
tion of tne Ord World, and while that is the 
case the Jeffersontan politics may continue 
lo exist without causing any fatal cglamity.”’ 
Referring to a time in the next century if not 
in this when New Eagiund will be as thick- 
ly populated as Old England” and when a 
multitude of people, none of whom has had 
more than haif a breakfast or expécts more 
than half a amner, will choose a Legisla- 
ture, Macaulay made this prediction: 


Either some Cesar ar Napoleon will seize the 
reins of government Witt! a strong hand or your 
Republic wilt be as tearfully plundered and laid 
waste by barbariaos in the twentieth century as 
the Roman Empire was in the fifth with this 
difference, what the Huus and Vatiduls who rav 
aged ine Roman Empire came from without and 
your Huus and Vandais win have been engen- 
Jered w:.hin your owncountry by your own in- 
stito tions. 


The exhaustion of the public domain has 
proceeded with greater rapidity than Macau- 
a could anticipate and will soon be at hand. 
Will his predictions prove true? Will the 
disappearance of the fertile and unoccupied 
lands of the West subject labor to harder 
conditions atid provoke destructive, revolu- 
ionary agitation? No intelugent, right- 
think ag American can admit that Macaulay 
spoke asa prophet, although there is much 
in Iie declara ion that calls for serious 
thought. Macaulay spoke as an Englishman 
accustumed to ine division of the community 
nto fixed classes and living in a country 
where the spectacle of a farm laborer 
risine to a position of infilience or au- 
thority is practically unknown. It was 
Impossible hat oe could esti nate correctiy 
ihe character of the American farm ng class 
or the influence it bas exerted and will con- 
tinue to exert on popular government in tais 
oountry. The American farmer who tills tne 
land he owns has as little resemblance to a 
European peasant or Eagl.sh farm-laborer as 
to a European landlord. He is a lover of 
justice. quick to resist aggression, prompt to 
accord equal richts, and determined to use 
ne law to suppress disorder and stamp out 
vice. The exhaustion of the public domain will 
imcrease the value of farming land, add to the 


earnings of the farmers, and promote the in- 


dependence and prosperity of the agricuit- 
Ural class. Farms will de divided and sub- 
divided, and the number of landowners in- 
creased. Woen the Western outlet in this 
country is closed immigration from Europe 
must fail off, ana it will doubtless be strictly 
regulated by law. Cuntrary to Macauiay’s 
preédicuon ine oniy Huns and Vandsais who 
menace tne United States come from with- 
out, and are not engendered within, and it is 
only a question of time when tue bars will 
be put up against European Socialists and 
Anarchists. The exhaustion of the public 
domain will not only lead to a restriction of 
the free emigration heretofore permitted, 
but will advance the price of land and pro- 
mote the dividing up of farms, with an in- 


addition to the prosperity, influence, and 
power of me agricultural class—ine class on 
which the security of the Republic depends 
more than on ati others combined. 


“SOVEREIGN” BOSH! 

Among other reasons why it deems Wash- 
ington a “revel” the Richmond Dispatch 
cites the historical fact that at Lexington, 
Mass., Maj.

lawyer to the effect that the Federal Consti- 
tution expressly recognizes the sovereignty 
of the States. The Chicago lawyer is repre- 
sented as saying: 

State sovereignty is not only rec med b. 
the Constitumon, but it expressly eave thet eac 
Stete shail aid the others in maintaining their 
sovereigaty. Seo. 2 Art. IV., Girects that a 
person in any State charged with treason, who 
shall flee from justice shall be delivered 
up ow, treason is an offense against 
sovereignty, and this section, by an implication 
that cannot de evaded, im putes sovereignty to 
the States. When: our Constitution was 
framed they were sovereign and independent 
States, and in it we see that their sovereighity is 
acknowledged and a provision made for its 
maintenance 

The constitutional provision is garbied in 
the quotation made above. The exact lan- 
guage provides for the delivery of any fugi- 
tive from justice “charged with treason, 
felony, or other crime.” Instead, therefore,

But conceding that to 
be true and supposing that treason was spe- 
cifically provided for, the Richmond Du 


the State sovereiguty doctrine. A State is 
not simply assured the right to reclaim crim- 
inals who séek to escape its offended laws by 
flight, but che States in which fugitives seek 
safety are commanded to give them up. The 
States are denied the sovereign right to give 
sanctuary and asylum to whomsoever they 
see fit. They have no option, but are com- 
manded by the supreme National law to sur- 
render all persons accused of “ treason, fel- 
ony, or other crime.” The State cannot even 
ask proof that the person is guiltv, nor does 
it make any differénce if the demand is made 
for one of its own citizens charged with com- 
mitting a crime in another State. How much 
“sovereignty” has a State which is thus 
commanded to surrender even its own citi- 
zens for trial in anotner jurisdiction without 
be ug furnished proof of guilt? The idea 
that a State so situated can be “ sovereign” 
is ridiculous. 
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PURIFYING THE PRIMARIES—WILL THE 
BILL PASS? 

There is a possibility that the present Gen- 
eral Assembly will do somethmg to give 
Uhicagoans better primaries, freed from the 
malignant influences of the Ceptral Com- 
mitteeman, The Hayes bill to put primaries, 
if it became absolutely necessary, under the 
general control and charge of Boards of 
Election Commissioners hus passed the House 
and is on second reading in the Senate, but 


will get no farther. It is too strong for some 


of the politicians in that body. The Craw- 
fora bill, however, which has passed the Sen- 
ate, has been so amended in the Hovse as to 
include some of the best provisions in tne 
Hayes bill, and stands on third reading. If 
today or tomorrow the House will pass it, 
and the Senate will concur in the amend- 
ments, some really valuable results will have 
been secured, and there will be good cause 
to hope for decenter primaries iu the future. 

One of these amendments is that the Cen- 
trai Committee, when it calls an election under 
the Crawford law, must select the judges 
and clerks from the list of regular election 
judges and clerks of the ward. This narrows 
the field of selection to men who are com- 
petent to act, and who are generally outside 
of and free from the control of the Central 
Committeeman. They were not appointed to 
their present piaces because they were his 
creatures. There will be no object in their 
doing his dirty work. Neither they nor the 
Central Committeeman himself are eligible as 
delegates, alternates, or proxies at the elec- 
tion, nor are they allowed to sit in 
vention the election of delegates to which 
is under theif management. : 

The original vill prcvided that those only 
shouid be allowed to vote who were members 
of the party cailing the primary and were 
registered voters of the district for which 
the election was held. When a man was 
challenged because not a voter or a party 
member, or because he had voted at some 
other primary, the judges were authorized 
to examine him under dath, and if he refused 


to ansWer any questions or if he would not 4 


make affidavit to the truth of his statements, 
uccompanied by a similar affidavit madé by 
some one known to the judges to be a quali- 
fied voter, the judges were required to reject 
his vote. The amendments provide that the 
intending voter shall not have voted fora 
year previous at the primary of any other 
party, and also that the judges shall require 
no other aualifications for voting than those 
set forth in the act, and that they shall allow 
each adverse interest to have a chalienger, a 
residont of the district, within the polis while 
the election is going on. 

The only other amendment of importance 
is one providing that the ballots shall not be 
destroyed, but. with one of the poll-lists, be 
sent to the office of the County Clerk, there 
to be retainfed, open to publie inspection, for 
turee months, when they are to be destroyed 
if no legal proceedings have been instituted 
in which they will be of use.

There ap- 
pears to be little doubt that the House will 
pass the bill That will put it in the power 
of Senator Crawford, by moving concurrence 
in the amendments, to show that he is in 
earnest in the refoem work with which his 
name is identified.

It is plain the correspondent is not now hunt- 
ing for an office and never sought for one. Other- 
wise he would have been up in that unwntten 
law of office distribution which is involved in 
this most interesting case of Collector Wilcox. 
to which he doubtless refers, the outcome of 
which is being watched by Congressmen and 
politictans of both parties. 

There is some excuse for a Senator who makes. 
suggestions to the President aboat appoint 
ments. The Constitution sdys that the Ohief 
Magistrate may appoint ‘by and with the advice 
and consent of the Senate.” Naturally a mem- 
ber of that body thinks it a saving of time for 
hig to give this advice and consent before the 
nomination is made. For House members, how- 
ever. ho such plea can be made. They are not 
mentioned in the Constitution in eonaection with 
appointments. The President is clearly inde- 
pendent of them. 

Since the davs of Jackson and the chiefs of the 
Albany regency—Van Buren, Wright, Maroy, 
ete.—there has been an unwritten law estab- 
lished by the Democrats lating the distribu- 
tion of the spoils after & political battle is won. 
It is stronger than any statute, for a law can be 
repealed, but a custom like this one candot be. 
Each party and every President during thé last 


sixty years bas followed it. The outs“ may 


have denounced it. but the jus have observed 
it. Under this custom or precedent the oe | 

member for the district belonging to the dom 
nant party is expected to have his recomménda- 
tions of the offices local to his district—generally 
Postmasterships—accepted and adopted. Where 
an office extends over more than one district 
then by this unwritten law it becomes Sena- 
torial patronage, as do also offices in districts 
represented by opposition members of the 
House. 

But for some such law there would be unend- 
ing confusion. American politics means and in- 
cludes the distribution of spoils (éxcépt as lim- 
ited by the Civil Service law), and there must be 
some system about it. The soul's desire of the 
American in politics is to lift some fellow of the 
other party out of an office and set himself in. 
This he calls “devoting himseif to the interests 
of his country.“ It is the business of the 
Senators and Representatives to see that 
men devote themselves to their country;”

AN ANIMAL THAT “OULD BE NOTICED. 
The White Horse Sent Out by Liveryman 
Dinan—Buggv and Harness. 

‘The white horse owned by Liveryman 
Divan, which is beheved by some to be 
the one that drew Dr. Cronin away from his 
office the night of his disappearance, is one 
that a man who pays any attention to horses 
would easily remember. He is a plain look- 
ing and angular animal about fifteen hands 
three inches high, having a rather large and 
coarse head, deep jowl, big ears, and a heavy 
neck. He is high atthe withers and looks 
remarkebly so because of a swayed back, 
short coapied. From depressed loins and pro- 
jecting hip points his quarters descend with 
a pronounced slope, giving what horsemén

WHO PAINTED 1HE CUTTAGE FLOOR? 


A Theory Advanced that the Owners May 
Have Done the Work. 

“Did the Carlsons report their suspicions 
to the police as soon as it dawned upon them 
that there was something wrong about the 
renting of their cottage?” was the pertinent 
inquiry made by a prominent gentleman of 
Chicago, while discussing the Cronin 
mystery last night. “It seems to me 
that itis more than likely that they did not. 
It is not probable that any one would rent a 
cottage and for sevefal weeks see no one en- 
ter it without feeling that their tenants’ ac- 
tions were strange. An owner would want 
to know that his property was not being in- 
jured, and the Carisons had a key. It 
would be. quite natural that they entered 
the house, and finding the unmistakable 
evidence that some horribie crime had been 
committed there, they foresaw tnat it would 
be @ great avery to their property. Stories 
would soon afioat that the house was 
haunted. The superstimons of the pie 
would keep them from renting such a house, 
and even the neigh borhood would be regarded 
with awe, These are not of the class of people 
that runs to the police with information. It 
was quite natural, then, that the traces of 
the murder should have been wiped out by 
the owners of the cottage. The footprints 
in the paint indicate that it was a 
woman’s foot. If it was a women’s 

what is more pe than 
that it was one the Carison 
women! What otner woman would be 
in that house with her shoes off? Several 
days after the murder a stranger was seen 
in the vicinity of this house at 5 o'clock in 
the morning. On bemg seen he ran away. 
It is infer by the police that he painted 
the floor. Yet the foot-prints seem to be 
those of a woman. At the time of the 
murder the floor was not 
This was an afterthought if done by 
the conspirators.

Dr. Cronin’s Agnus Del, 

New Yorn, May 23.—[Editor of The Trib- 
une.|—Doubtless some persons who have 
read about the Agnus Dei said to have been 
found on the corpse of Dr. Cronin may want 
to know what it 1s, its meaning, and purpose. 
It must not be confounded With a scapular, 
which is a different thing. 

It is asmali cake of wax taken from that 
which remains from tbe Paschal candles, 
is stamped with the figure of a lamb sup- 
porting the banner of the cross, and is sol- 
emnly blessed by the Pope the Thursday after 
Easter in the first and seventh years of his 
pontificate. Early in the ninth century Ag- 
nus Deis were made of wax and oil by the 
Archdeacon of Rome, blessed by the Pope, 
and distributed to the people oa the octave 
of Easter. Itis forbidden to paint or gild an 
Agnus Dei. They are usually sewu up ih a 
covering of silk in the shape of a heart, ana 
are never for sale. They belong to what is 
known in the Catholic Church as sacramen- 
tals, and as such, if worn with pious disposi- 
tions, they excite increased fear and love of 
God, detestation of sin, and so, notin them- 
selves, but because of those movements of the 
héart toward God, remit venial sins.

death. While in cases of apparent death 
from freezing a low internal temperature 
may be found, it will not persist, and re- 
peated observations after many hours would 
settle the question. 

Sixth—Rigidity after death begins in the 
muscles of the jaw and neck, extends to the 
trunk and limbs, and finally to the internal 
organs. It occurs in from four to twelve 
hours, though cases are known in which it 
immediately followed death and others in 
which it did not occur for many hours. It 
diminishes in from twenty-four to forty- 
eight hours. Rigidity isdue to coagulation 
of myosin, or muscular fibrin. The theory is 
that acids are constantly formed and re- 
moved from the system during life. After 
death they are not removed, but accumulate 
and coagulete the fibrin. When decom- 

tion sets in ammoniacal products 
are evolved which neutralize the acids and 
produce relaxation of the rigidity. Rigidity 
almost always occurs, though sometimes it is 
overlooked, either because it does not last 
long or because it does not begin until unusu- 
ally late. The exceptions are cases of pre- 
mature birth and of freezing, with subse- 
quent thawing. Death from lightuing-stroke 
and from mushroom poisoning is also said 
not to be attended by rigidity. The superficial 
rigidity produced by freezing: and the wax- 
like rigidity of catalepsy are quite different 
from the rigidity of death. 

Seventh— mposition is an absolute 
sign of death. It occurs in from a few hours 
to several weeks, varying according to the 
temperature and moisture of the air, the 
character of the disease, and especially to 
the degree of muscular exhaustion previous 
to death. Brown-Séquard has sbown that 
when muscular irritability is much exhaust- 
ed rigidity and decomposition will rapidly 


|} ensue. Hence it is that the flesh of over- 


driven cattle “‘ spoils’? so soon. The green- 
ish color of decomposition first ‘appears on 
the abdomen and then on the spaces between 
usually foliows the 
course of the veins. This test for death is 
usually unavailable on account of the prac- 
tice of putting ice about dead bodies. Be- 
sides, itis not desirable nor healthy to keep 
tae dead until they become offensive. 
PREMATURE BURIAL WHOLLY UNNECESSARY. 
In &ddition to the above there are a num- 
ber of tests in popular use, sich as placing a 
cold mirror betore the mouth, or a feather 
or light before the nostrils, or a glass of 
water on the abdomen to detect breathing 
or movement; noting the translucency of 
the fingers held before a light; —— pins 
into the flesh, etc.; but they are not reliable. 
Electricity furnishes an excellent test, as the 
muscles lose their irritability to electrical 
stimulation in about three hours after death. 
But electricity can be applied only by a 
ph n or an expert.

groundless if proper care is exercised. 
physician ought always to see the patient 
after death. sually the relatives or under- 
taker call at the dovtor’s office, inform him 
that the patient is dead, and get the aeath 
certificate.

They are collected at 
given times and sold to the matu- 
facturers, who make snuff of them, or cut 
them up after a kindly steeping for smok- 
ing mixtures. Their price goes to orphan insti- 
tutions or other charities. Now the news comes 
that an organtzation of the kind, and that on a 
grand scale, has just been started in Sweden.

WHITE OAK’S STRAIGHTLACED PREACHER. 


Issuance of a Manifesto Agaiust the Annual 
“Bonnet Show” in Church. 
OwINGSVILLE, Ky., May 2%6.—There is a 
great stir among the good people in the 
southern end of this county. In that vicinity 
is one of the most fashionable country 
churches of the State, know as ne White 
Oak Church,” because it stands in a beauti- 
ful grove of white oaks. The surrounding 
farmers are wealthy, as the soil is the finest 
of blue grass and produces in abundance. 
Their wives and daughters are as pretty as 
any in Kentucky, and they give them plenty 
of money with which to buy handsome 
clothes. The owners always wear thése 
when they attend the services at White Oak 
Church, and years ago aremarkable custo 
was established. : 
Atnually, the fourth Sunday in May, it 


became the habit for all the pretty women 


for miles around to array themselves in their 
best new clothing, regardless of expense, 
and go to the services at White Oak Church. 
They wore good clothes other Sabbaths, but 
the fourth Sunday in May was always an 
especial occasion. By-ana-by this rivalry 
among the Kentucky ladies centralized itself 
on bonnets. It was the particular aim of 
each to wear a new bonnet which would 
eclipse that of any of her neighbors. Thus 
tne day came to be known as the bonnet 


show.“ and was famous throughout this and 


surrounding counties. 

On “bonnet show“ day the church would 
not hold the people. Many of the young men 
who never negiected the occasion were 
forced to stand at the windows outside and 
watch the congregation of beauty and 
fashion. The “show” caused feuds among 
the female portion of many families 
in the vicinity, and nearly all neigh- 
borhood quarrels dated from a bonnet 
show. The White Oak ministers endeavored 
to stop the singular observance, but they 
failed. It was too popular with tne young 
women and the young men; and the fathers 
themselves, when their daughters started to 
church on that day, cautioned them not. to 
allow themselves to be beaten. In fact, it 
was a regular beauty show. 

This year they have a new minister at 
White Oak. and he is decidedly straitlaced. 
He objected strongly to the bonnet show,“ 
und, as it caused more than the usual num- 
ber of quarrels last year, many of the older 
church members agreed with him. Two or 
three weeks ago they issued a manifesto that 
everybody was expected to observe the 
fourth Sunday in May just as they would any 
other Sabbath. They were informed that 
this would not have the desired effect, and 
now they have decided to nold no services at 
all og that day. All the ladies in the county 
are indignant and have declared that they 
—— choose some other day for the exbuibi- 

on. 


Ireland’s Worst Enemies. 

New York Sun: There is no longer any doubt 
that Dr. Cronin of Chicago was murdered. There 
are also cogent reasons for believing that the 
crime was the outcome of a conspiracy on the 
part of men accused by Cronin of misusing tunds 
subscribed to further the Irish Natonalist move- 
ment. 

in view of this Chicago tragedy the duty of 
honest Irishmen is plain. The history of this 
murder must be probed to the roots and ail the 
perpetrators, instigators, and accessories, before 
or after the fact, must be forthwith brought to 
justice. Prompt and rigorous measures in this 
black business will have a tremendous effect upon 
English public opinion and upon the judgment of 
the Parnell Commission. That judgment, Irish- 
men should remember, will not be submitted to 
the House of Commons before February, 1890. It 
behooves them to see to it that before that time 
arrives the sacred cause of Ireland is cleared of 
the stain fastened on it by men accused of steal- 
ing money designed for a nation’s liberation, and 
of doing murder to escape exposure. 

If any attempt is made to check a thorough in- 
vestigation of this atrocity the result will be dis- 
astrous in this country as well as England. The 
American people would view with abhorrence a 
movement whose organizers by their remissness 
in the Cronin affair should subject themselves to 
the suspicion of condoning embezziement and 
homicide. The calumnies invented by the enemies 
of Imland would no longer meet with in redulity 
it a crime so odious as this Chi murder could 
be perpetrated with impunity. N r would it be 
easy to obtain further contributions for the Na- 
tionalist cause should the facts indicate that its 
chief advocates on this side of the Atiantic 
would stop at nothing to stifte inquiry into the 
use made of the funds subscribed. 

Happily for Ireland, it is only in Chicago that 
any misappropriation of home rule moneys has 
been charged. We have faith, aiso, that even in 
Chicago ouly a small fraction of the Irish-Amer- 
icans are open to the suspicion of com- 
Dilicity in such an infamous embezzie- 
ment. It is true that Cronm's enemies 
seemed for a time to exercise consid- 
erable influence over the police of that city and 
over some of its néwspapers. Now, however, 
that the body of the murdered man has been dis- 
covered, a more wholesome current of opinion 
will set in, and we may expect to see all agencies 
of detection and punishment invoked agaiast the 
miscreants Who, in silencing their own accuser. 
struck atreacherous biow against the country 
whose interests they have professed to serve. 

Let those who have the Irish cause ut heart see 
to it that the planners of Cronin’s murder are 
brought to a swift and stern account. The lrish 
cause and Mr. Parnell have enemies enough in 
England without being thus foully dealt with in 
the house of their friends.

SIR CHARLES AND THE LEADERS. 


A curious personal question caused a warm 
debate.

form, and generally have expressed their 
desire to bring him back to political ufe. 


This has given great offense, and certain 
moral reform societies circulated a protest 


against the conduct of the ladies. They 
took care, of course, that the protest should 
reach ail the iafiuential women, who were 


asked if they were willing that the Liberal 


Federation should, thus dragged in the 
mire. When the storm burst in tne council 


Wednesday the four offenders made a joint 


statement, pleading that they had acted in 
their individual capacities and had no inten- 
tion of compromising the federatuuon. But 
when the executive came to be reéiected for 
the current year the offenders were largely 
“*nilled,” aud possibly one or other of them 
has been rejected. o are still wanting the 
returns. 

As to Sir Charles Dilke, it must be under- 
stood that he is not candidate for Parlia- 
ment. He declined to stand for the Forest 
of Dean last year, but promised to visit the 
constituency and .address the miners. 
It was during this visit that his 
lady friends gave him the light 
of their countenance, for which act 
they ha ve deen called to account. Meantime 
there is no doubt that Sir Charles is slowly 
making his way. Quite recently he was 
elected Chairman of the Chelsea Board of 
Guardians, with the good-will of the Union- 
ist local paper.

THE IRISH VICEROYALTY. 

The Irish Peers, with a handful of Ulster 
Tories who sit in the House of Commons, 
have unanimously agreed upon the abolition 
of the Lord Lieutenancy in the hope that 
the Government will build a royal residence 
and induce a royal Prince to live in Ireland. 
They have asked Lora Salisbury to receive a 
deputation on the subject, and tne matter 18 
to be discussed at today’s Cabinet meeting. 
Meantime the Tories in the House of Com- 
mons are pushing the matter, and furcher 
questions on the subject are to be put to Mr. 
Smith Monday. It was noticed at the Peers’ 
meeting that Lords Meath and Greville, the 
only Home-Rulers among the Irish nobility, 
voted for the retention of tne Viceroyaity. 

THE SUGAK BOUNTIES BILL 

Mr. Goschen spoke at Sheftield Wednesday 
night for a full hour and actually alluded to 
the Sugar Bounties bill without saying a 
word in favor of the boycotcing clauses. All 
he did was to quote the lower prices on sugar 
to be delivered this autumn as a proof tnat 
the present inflation is temporary, due only 
to American speculation ana not to the con- 
vention. In private conversation with Lib- 
eral Unionist friends he says that he was led 
into the affair when it was a mere question 
of attacking bounties. Mr. Charles Villiers, 
the veteran free-trader, denounces tne con- 
vention with vigor and. says that he cannot 
conceivé how the Government can have 
come to get into such a stupid position. 

THE MANCHESTER MARTYRS. 

Mr. William O’Brien’s opinion that the 
Manchester martyrs were not murderers, of 
which he delivered himself to the special 
commission, has given the Tory papers a 
chance to improve an occasion which they 
were badly wanting. But John Bright said 
something like this in the House of Commons 
when he complained that three men had been 
hanged for the murder of one; that the single 
shot which was fired and which killed Sergt. 
Brett was never brought home to any one of 
the three, and that the Fenians had no sort 
of desire to murder any particular person. 
He declared roundiy that it was a political 
affair and that it was for this reasou only 
that three men were ‘hanged when only one 
could have fired the fatal shot. 

BISMARCK AND THE “GAZETTE.” 

Mr. Greénwood’s case against Mr. Gibbs 
for wrongful dismissal from the editorship of 
the St. James’ Gazetie is still much discussed. 
It is now said that the German Cnancellor 
has more than once attempted to secure a 
London paper and that Prince Bismarck 
looks upon this as an important means of ob- 
taining an ailiance with this country.

MAY COUNT IN THE TOMBSTONES, 


Philadel phia Will Otherwise Fall Behind in 
the Race with Chieago for Second Place. 
Denver Republican: An exciting and pic- 

turesque contest of the next census will be 

between Philadelphia and Chicago for sec- 
ond place in population or for position next 
to New York. The census of 1880 gave Chi- 
cago 508,185 inhabitants and Pniladelphia 


847,170. The respective Board of Health esti-. 


mates of 1885 credited Chicago with 630,000 
and Philadelphia with 949,000. The estimates 
of last year, based on the school census, 
were Chicago 830,000 (with the then annexa- 
tion of Sec. 25 from Jefferson and a strip off 
Cicero) and Philadelphia 1,042,000, 

These figures would indicate that, while 
the City of the Lakes was gaining on her 
rival, the prospects of passing her next year 
were not flattering. To do so she must make 
again of over 200,000 in a single gg fin 
two years]. This seems hardly possible, but 
when Chicago gets down to business she does 
not tolérate the word impossible“ in her 
vocabulary. Her expansive energies rise 
with the demands of the occasion. In one 
respect she has the advantage of Philadel- 
phia. The latter already, by her charter, 
covers 120 square miles of territory, embrac- 
ing the whole county, the largest area of any 
vity in America. She can scarcely do any- 
thing more in the line of territorial expan- 
sion, and has probably already taken in ail 
the populated suburbs within reach. 

Chicago has been exceedingly modest in 
the matter of territorial extent. But now she 
is preparing to take in several suburban 
towns, with an aggregate population of 200,- 
000, and may, if hard pressed, reach out after 
Aurora and other equidistant cities! 

Then the hotel registers next summer will 
count up the most for the Lake Michigan 
town. [They are not needed except in St. 
Louis.] The summer travel through Chicago 
is enormous. It is one of the convergent 
points of the great tides of travel across the 
continent. The travel through the old Qua- 
ker town is comparatively small. She wiil 
have just one chance at the traveling public. 
Congress will be in session, and consequently 
a large travel between Washington and New 
York will pass through her limits. She can 
send down her enumerators to work the 
trains. But Chicago could also do a good deal 
in the same line, St. Louis alone works that 
racket. } 

Philadelphia has another advantage. She 
is much the older. Several generations of 
her inhabitants passed away while the site 
of Chicago was yet a swamp, the home of 
the mosquito and the * of the 
fever and ague, and before THe CHICA OO 
TRIBUNE was founded or J, Medill was born. 
Hence she can secure many more names from 
the tombstones that mark tce final resting 
places of honored citizens. The country 
will watch with interest the contest between 
tne two towns—the one the monument of 
William Penn’s great real estate transaction 
and the other the mingled creation of cour- 
ageous enterprise and gatherec-in suburbs.
